plishment in music. His genius, indeed, 
is recognised. wherever the art of music is 
practised. Born wealthy, he ‘could have 
led an easy life; but any musician who 
knows what Sir Thomas Beecham has 
done can tell that he must have devoted 
himself from his youth to laborious study 
and intense musical ‘activity. The range 
of his knowledge—intimate and detailed 
knowledge—of music of different kinds 
and periods continually surprises those 
who follow his work. Certainly, he has 
the capacity for taking pains. . 

He has, too, the other part of genius, 
which, in music, shows itself as a finely 
sensitive instinct for finding more in a 
musical work, and obtaining more expres- 
sion in its performance, than can be 
found by less gifted men. One need 
mention no more than his recent revelation 
of aspects of Handel's music. that. sur- 
prised the se musical public, who 
thought that they could’ claim to know 
Handel; his successful championship of 
the work of Frederick Delius; and—what 
first convinced the critics some years ago 
of his unusual qualities as a conductor— 
his. illuminating . interpretation of 
Mozart's orchestre| compositions. 


FORMER OPERA SEASONS. 


As an orchestral conductor, he may be 
regarded as one of the most interesting 
. among several who are eminent. As an 
organiser of operatic. production, how- 
ever, be is undoubtedly pre-eminent. Jn 
this department he has a wonderful 
record, In 1911 he introduced the 
Russian Ballet into England, and, in 
1913, the Russian Opera, in which 
Chaliapine, till then unknown, first 
appeared. He was responsible for the 
first performances in England of the chief 
ballet works of Richard Strauss, Stravin- 
sky, Debussy and Ravel. In splendid 
operatic seasons at Drury lane before the 
war, and at His Majesty's Theatre after 
the war, he gave England the first per- 
lormances of the Strauss operas—who, 
that followed music in the days before 
the war, can forget the excitement of his 
“ Elektra’’ and ‘‘Salome” productions? 
and of all the most important Russian 
operas; Ethel Smyth’s “ The Wreckers ” 
and ‘‘ The Boatswain’s Mate,’’ Stanford’s 
““The Critic,’’ Holbrooke’s “Dylan” and 
other British operas, with the ‘‘ Village 
Romeo and Juliet” of Delius in a class 
by itself; and operas by Debussy, Ravel, 
and others which were previously outside 
the range of operatic notions in England. 

Many of these operas have not been per- 
formed again .since the Beecham seasons. 
Jf he had the opportunity, Sir Thomas 
Beecham would be likely to revive some 
of these; still more, he could be counted 
on to find fresh surprises. He .has 
mentioned Berlioz’s ‘‘Les Troyens’’ as 
an instance of the kind of undertaking 
for which he would like opportunity. He 
is not bent especially on heavy or “ high- 
brow” operas ; one recalls, for instance, the 
delightful waltz-opera of Johan Strauss, 
“Fledermaus,’’ and his renovation of 
works that had been out of fashion or 
favour, such as Thomas s ‘‘ Hamlet’’ and 
Bizet’s “Fair Maid of Perth,’’ and ol 
curiosities like Mozart's ‘‘ Impresario.’’ 


THE LEAGUE OF OPERA. 


Looking over this. record, musicians 
thust wish that Sir Thomas Beecham were 
possessed again of the means of organising 
operatic production. Plainly, he can be 
trusted to do things on a worthy scale. He 
has stated, and will repeat in Dublin, his 
reasons for founding the League of Opera 
in order to obtain the means. Briefly, he 
wants to place operatic production in Eng- 
land on a basis of democratic support, in 
place of the State and municipal subsidies 
on which opera thrives elsewhere. 
Further, he wants that support to be 
vuaranteed for a definite period of years 
(five, at least), so that he can assure con- 
tinuing engagements to the best British 
(and Irish) singers, instrumentalists and 
producers. One artist he has mentioned 
by name as an instance—Alfred Piccaver, 
a distinguished operatic tenor, who will 
not be induced to give up his standing 
contraet with the Vienna Opera for an 
occasional engagement m England. The 
subsidised operas on the’ Continent can 
make these contracts with artists; Sir 
Thomas Beecham wants to build up a 
British Opera on similar lines. 


AN OPPORTUNITY. 

Now we come to the Dublin aspect of the 
situation. Sir Thomas Beecham’s pro- 
posals have been accepted by the public 
in the English centres of population to 
the extent that more than 40,000 persons 
in selected centres have joined the League. 
The number required is 60,000 ; and, as 
the quotas for the first selected centres 
have been filled, the remainder of the 
60,000 must. be found in other centres. !s 
Dublin to be one of these centres in which 
the League will give an annual season of 
opera? We are offered the opportunity : 
our quota is only 2,500, to be drawn not 
only from Dublin residents, but also from 
the musical people in the provinces who 
would come to Dublin for the opera 
season. It should be easy to reach that 
figure; but we ought to say Yes 
quickly, lest Sir Thomas Beecham should 
have to leave us out and seek his 
guarantees elsewhere. It is a matter for 
the attention of apipsical oes among

until August. We are ready to forgive 
the enormous damage done by moths and 
butterflies during their caterpillar stage 
when we gaze on the glowing beanty of 
these ‘‘living jewels,” as-they have been 
called. It is remarkable how the drawing 
up of a butterfly’s wings, or the collapse 
of a moth’s, renders either insect almost 
invisible in relation to its surroundings.

Witchcraft in Ireland. 


The editorial in Monday's Irish Times 
on “ Witch Doctors’? prompts me (writes 
a correspondent) to inquire when the last 
trial for witchcraft took place in Ireland. 
In my native county, which is Antrim, as 
late as the year 1698 a woman accused of 
this offence was put to death. 

An account of this case first appeared 
in a pamphlet entitled ‘‘ The Bewitching 
of a Child in Ireland,” and was after- 
wards reprinted by a Professor Sinclair, 
of Glasgow, in the last century, in his 
‘‘Satan’s Invisible. World . Discovered.”’ 
Unfortunately, I have not a copy of that 
book before me, but as well as I can re- 
member the story in brief was this: A girl 
of good family in Antrim accepted some 
herbs from an alleged witch, and, after 
eating them. suffered terribly from con- 
vu]lsions. Neither doctor nor clergyman 
could render effective aid. From time to 
time the girl vomited pins and needles, 
pieces of thread and glass, feathers, hair, 
eggs and other uncommon articles of diet. 
Whenever she had relief f time her 
sufferings began again as as the 
alleged witch came within a certain 
distance of the place where the patient was 
staying. The whole countryside was much 
agitated about all these happenings, and

Dublin Novelist’s Success. 


The numerous Dublin friends of Mr. 
L. A, G. Strong will be delighted to know 
that his new novel is such a great success. 
In ‘‘ Dewer Rides,’’ which is now in its 
second impression within a few weeks, 
Mr. Strong has published his first novel, 
although he had previously been widely 
known as a poet and a writer of short 
stories. ‘‘The most important ‘first’ 
novel of the year’’ some of the literary 
critics have named “ Dewer Rides,”’ and, 
generally, Mr. Strong is recognised as a 
considerable figure in contemporary 
literature. 

Eight years have passed since that 
significant little volume of poems, 
“Dublin Days” made its appearance 
from an Oxford publisher,’ and since then 
it is mainly as a poet that Mr. Strong 
has been acclaimed. The yolume of short 
stories entitled ‘‘ Doyle’s Rock” passed 
with little or no recognition, although it 
ought to have received much attention in 
Dublin, about the environs and characters 
of which city its stories are shaped. 
Visitors to Kingstown will not need to be 
reminded that Doyle’s Rock has some- 
thing to do with that locality, nor..will 
citizens of Dublin need to be told that 
Mr. Srong foresaw Mr. Sean O’Casey’s 
plays when he wrote in ““An Old Woman 
Outside the Abbey Theatre ” :— 

In this Theatre they has plays 

On us, and high-up people comes 

And pays to see things playin’ here 

They'd scut and run from in the slums. 

In his novel Mr. Strong has forsaken 
Dublin for that. South-Western part of 
England which Thomas Hardy has made 
famous throughout the world.

To Tip or Not to Tip.

Congestion on the Pavement. 


The white line has come and gone, and 
traffic on the city pavements is in as great 
a muddle as ever. It might have been 
known that no system of marking will keep 
ladies from gazing into shop windows;

in the shopping centres at present is con- 
siderably aggravated by push bicycles and 
perambulators.

She, 
naturally, would like to see them excluded 
from the pavements altogether; but, per- 
haps, this would be a little too drastic.

THE HIDDEN HAND. 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sin,—In your issue of to-day the Rev. 
Dudley Fletcher warns your readers of the 
existence in Ireland of ‘‘some hostile 
influence, more powerful than the Govern- 
ment and more powertul than the Roman 
Catholic Church.” No other assumption, 
according to him, will explain the attitude 
of the Governor-General towards the Imperial 
Anthem, and the omission of the Catholic 
Church in Ireland to join in the public 
thanksgiving for the King’s recovery. The 
true explanation, in both cases, is simple. 
The will of the people of the Irish Free 
State, as expressed m the decision of the 
Executive Council, explains the attitude of 
the Governor-G . The same will, ex- 
pressed in the people’s omission to demand 
any public celebration of the King’s recovery, 
explains the attitude of the Catholic Church 
in Ireland. 

Both of these facts, so inexplicable to 
Unionists, are the logical expression of the 
Irish Free State’s. ition in the British 
Commonwealth of Nations. Three facts are 
important in this discussion. ¥irst, at the 
Imperial Conference of 1926, Mr: Baldwin 
acquiesced in the adoption of the formula 
that “the nations which constitute the 
British Commonwealth of Nations are in no 
way subordinate, one to another, in any 
aspect of their domestie or external affairs.” 
Secondly, the new Labour Government in 
England has declared its intention to be 
guided by that formula in its dealings with 
the Dominions. Thirdly, Article 2 of the 
Irish Free State Constitution Act, 1922, 
declares that all powers of government, in 
Ireland, are derived from the people. 

e people, therefore, being “‘in no wav 
subordinate,’ and being the source of all 
wers of government in the Irish Free 
State, exercise a constitutional right when 
they refuse to recognise the Imperial Anthem 
and when they decide to have no public 
demonstration for the King’s recovery. I 
congratulate the Rev. Dudley Fletcher on 
“the hidden hand” bogey. It is quite 
ingenious.

Again, those who, having witnessed the 
thrills at Mountjoy vorner, desired to obtain 
another dimensional view of the races down the 
course and rire versa, were annoyed to dis- 
cover that between them and their objective 
there was a great guli fixed in the shape of 
the grand stand. As, owing to a lack of fore- 
sight, no passage-way had been left behind 
the stand, it was necessary to make a détour 


of a quarter of a mile round the ramparts of | 


one of the lodges. This should be remedied 
in the future.

Mr. Cosgrave, President, and the other 
members of the Executive Council of the Irish 
Free State entertained the Grand Prix com- 
etitors to dinner in the Metropole Hotel, 
Dublin, on Saturday night. There was a 
large attendance of prominent citizens, who 

ave the visitors a very hearty welcome. 

The chair was occupied by Mr. Cosgrave, 
who, in a happy speech, thanked the guests 
for coming to the dinner, and expressed the 
hope that the visitors had enjoyed their ex- 

erience in Dublin. He said that they had 
cé delightful weather—something that is not 
always experienced by those who live in this 
country—(laughter)—and they had 
through those two glorious days without any 
untoward accident. It would invidious in 
the presence of so many expérts and masters 
of the wheel to pay a special compliment to 
any one of those who already had earted 
their laurels, but he must congratulate Mr. 
Ivanovsky on his remarkable performances. 
(Loud applause.) He thought that no one 
would begrudge Mr. Ivanovsky that com- 
pliment for his great achievement. (Renewed 
applause.)

CIVIC GUARDS KILLED. 


As the result of a motor collision in Bray 
last Saturday, two Civic Guards of the Dublin 
Metropolitan Division have died. One was 
Filled instantaneously, and the other received 
such ME that he died some hours later 
in St. Michael's Hospital, Dun Laoghaire. 

The Civic Guard authorities were very re- 
ticent about the whole matter, but the facts 
owe from inquiries made by an /rish 

imes reporter ure that Guard Michael Foster 

(27), a native of Lea, Portarlington, and 
Guard Andrew Carter (26), of Garryvacum, 
Portarlington, both stationed in Dublin, and 
in uniform, were travelling in an Austin 
Seven car with Daniel Joseph Byrne, another 
Guard, not in uniform, and a native of 
Dripsey, Co. Cork, when they crashed into 
an electric siandard on the Quinsborough 
road, Bray, outside the shop known as the 
Perfect Dairy. 

The accident occurred shortly after five 
o'clock on Saturday morning, as the car was 
being driven towards the railway station in 
Bray, and Foster, who was sitting in the 
back of the car, was killed instantaneously. 
When exumined by Dr. Leyland, the dead 
man was found to lees a fractured skull and 
lacerated. brain, the hood of the car having 
crashed down upon him. 

Carter was found lying unconscious on the 
ground, and had serious head and face in- 
juries, besides suffering from compression of 
the brain. 

The driver, Byrne, escaped uae. | 

When they heard the crash, Mr. F. Caro- 
lan and other assistants in the establishment 
of Messrs. E. Lee and Co., which is opposite 
the scene of the accident, went to render 
assistance. Carter, the injured man, was re- 
moved in the Bray ambulance to St. 
Michael's Hospital, Dun Laoghaire, where he 
was attended to by Drs. Maughan and 
McGuinness. Carter, however, did not re- 
gain consciousness, and died about 1 p.m. the 
sume day. 

Chief Superintendent Brennan and Inspec- 
tor O'Connor, Dublin, visited the scene of 
the accident during the day. 

INQUESTS OPENED. : 

Sitting with a jury, Dr. B. J. Hamilton, 
Coroner for East Wicklow, opened the in- 

nest on og ree Foster, of the Dublin 

etropolitan Guards. 

Teeber R. O'Connell stated that Foster 
had been attached to College Station. and 
was last seen by him on Friday. The driver 
of the car. Daniel Joseph Byrne, had been 
arrested, and charged at a Special Court in 
Dublin before District Justice Collins with 
causing the deaths of Guards Michael! Foster 
and Andrew Carter, and had been remanded 
on bail until Thursday next. : 

Dr. A. F. Leyland, Bray, described how he 
found Foster huddled up in the back of thie 
car, dead. He was bleeding from the mouth, 
nose, and left ear. Death was due to shock 
and hemorrhage, following fracture of the 
skull, and probably laceration of the brain. 

Pending the result of proceedings in another 
court, the inquest was adjourned until the 

ust. 

eatin of sympathy with the relatives 
of the deceased wete tendered on behalf of 
the Civic Guard by Mr. A. Cullen, State 
Solicitor, ‘Wicklow; the Coroner, and the 
Dr. J. P. Brennan, Coroner for Sout!, 
County Dublin, formally viewed the body of 
Guard Andrew Carter, who died from in- 
juries received in a motor car accident, i: 
which Guard Michael Foster was killed on 
Saturday morning in Bray. Dr. Brennan 
then adjourned the inquest until to-day.

MINISTER'S TOUR OF 
WEST CORK,

That the quality of Irish agricultural 
roduce was an all-important factor in the 

ture prosperity of this country was the 
keynote of the address delivered by Mr. 
P. J. Hogan, the Free State Minister for 
Agriculture, at a public meeting in Bandon 
this afternoon. 

The best pdssible ambassadors that this 
coutitry poisésses are the Irish hen, the 
Irish bullock and Irish butter, declared Mr. 
Hogan, who added that it was the duty 
of every citizen to work for the unity of 
Ireland, i 

To-day’s meééting marked the conclusion of 
the Minister's tour of the agricultural areas 
of West Cork, and during his short visit 
he found opportunity to investigate the 
conditions in virtually all the districts, even 

netrating as far west as the Berehaven 
éninsula. “He received deputations on all 
kinds of subjects of local interest. 

There was a large attendance at to-day’s 
meeting in Bandon, which was présided over 
by the Rev. Canon Cohalon, P.P. 

THE BEST FARMERS. 

Mr. Hogan said that the West Cork 
farmers were the best in Ireland. They 
were the hardest working, the most in- 
telligent, and made the most use of 
Departmental facilities. The Government got 
more support from West Cork than any 
other district in Ireland, for out of five 
membérs, only one was against the Treaty. 
That was only right, because the man who 
made the State was a West Corkman, 
Michael Collins. The present Government 
régarded themselves as the legitimate 
descendants of the men who made that State 
from 1916 to 1922, and were delighted with 
such support from a place where there were 
more soldiers’ and less ‘‘truceliers’’ than 
in any other part of the country. 

Since the Government’s opponents had 
entered the Dail they had not made a 
solid contribution towards solving the 
problems of the State. There was not a 
member of their front bench who had either 
@ political or an economic policy; neither was 
«there a+single man among them who knew 
anything about the problems of the farmer, 
the ‘Shopkeeper, the manufacturer or the 
worker, or who could, in fact, make three 
pounds a week in any position in which he 
would have to pay his way. 

THE PEOPLE'S PROBLEMS, 

Pointing out the fact that the plain people 
of this country were the nation, Mr. Hogan 
said that the aye - the Free State, the 
Monarchy, the King, and the Governor- 

eneral were of no importance as compared 
with what happened to their citizens in 
their daily lives. The real duty of the 
Government was to solve the problems that 
those .citizens met, and principally to ensure 
that all were treated equally by the law. 
While realising that the law was greater 
tha» all men, the people must be free from 
interference from political or official bullies, 
whether they held a revolver or not. 

The Fianna Fail Party had a policy after a 
fashion, but while possessing no economic 
policy whatsoever, they believed that it was 
good business to make friends with the 
mammon of rp mg a dishonest policy which 
merely meant that they should vote for them 
and pay nobody; and, above all, that they 
should pay no land annuities. There was 
absolutely no British interference with this 
country at present despite statements to the 
contrary; and why in the name of God should 
they quarrel with their best customer, who 
purchased 98) per cent. of their exports. 

Put in any Government with a policy, said 
the Minister, but do not put in a i. Há“ 
which said that it stood for a republic when 
in reality it stood for humbug. 

THE BRITISH MARKET, 

Referring to the improvement of Irish agri. 
cultura] products in the British market, Mr. 
Hogan said that within the past few years 
the opinion of the English business man re- 
garding Ireland had undergone a considerable 
change, and notwithstanding the ipersistent 
propaganda of one hundred years they were 
now forced to admit that Ireland wag fit for 
self-govérnment. The best ambassador of 
this country was really the Irish hen, the 
Irish bullock, and Irish butter. Great ad. 
vances had been made, but they were only 
half way along the road, and there still re. 
mained a lot of leeway to be made up. 
Danish butter was beating theirs in the 
market, Danish ees were not. Irish cattlo 
could be improved more, and they could 
succeed only by the excellence of their pro- 
duce, The British market was at their doors, 
and they would not be content with second 
place in anything. Their great fault in the 
pest had been that they were just a little 
behind. The world was always marching on. 
They must get ahead in all things as they had 
got ahead in some of them. 

The one great political problem facing this 
country was the unity of Ireland, which was 
too small to maintain two separate Govern 
ments. Each section had a contribution to 
make. The North had splendid traditions, 
industrially and otherwise. The Free State 
was agricultural and needed industry, for if 
they had five or six more firms like Jacobs it 
would immensely ease the industrial position, 
Without additional taxation it would make 
things easy, and help to make Ireland a great 
country. He believed that unity would have 
come in 1922 but for the civil war. It was 
significant that before those occurrences Sir 
James Craig came to Dublin to meet Mr. de 
Valera, who never disclosed what transpired 
at that interview, 

wy THE Pag dy OF IRELAND. 

“ We must take the consequences of our 
actions,” he added, “ but while unity may 
not come in my time or in the time of the 
present generation, because the present 
generation, North and South, are embittered 
against each other, our children will see that 
unity, even if we do not see it ourselves.’’

KAYE DON'S COMMENT. 


The Phenix ‘Park, Dublin, staged the’ 


greatest motor race in the history of the 
movement on ‘Saturday last. Jt was an 
epic. For three hundred miles a British 
car, driven by a young naval officer, tried 
to catch an Italian car driven by a 
Russian, and failed by fourteen seconds 
to give him a start of about eighteen 
miles. 

The winner, B. Ivanoveky, on an Alfa 
tomeo, achieved the most astounding 
double in any realm of sport. ‘To make 
a double century at ericket, to scure 
double successes 1n any other contest, is 
incomparable with that magnificent feat of 
winning two international] motor races cn 
consecutive day. 

[vanovsky leaps into the very front rank 
of racing motorists. He drove daringly, 
and skidded here and there, because he 
knew that he was being hard pressed, and 
had to take risk. at the corners. 

As a racing motorist, I can assure you 
that we usually have a shrewd idea as to 
our positions. We know when we can take 
it steadily aud when we must put our foot 
down. Tvanoveky knew that Glen Kidston 
was in hot pursuit, and he fended off the 
challenge with consummate skill and 
pluck. 

Imagine the thrill of it. Thousands of 
watches were taken out bv excited 
epectators, who tried te discover how much 
per lap the British driver was gaining. 
it was obvionws that the finish would be a 
jose one. For ten laps we saw .e relent. 
lese pursuit, and the mighty effort of -he 
slower car to keep ahead. With three laps 
io go Kidston seemed as if he might just 
do it. With two laps te go his chance 
seemed even better. With one lap to go 
his chanes had become very nearly a 
forlorn hepe; © the Russian was too far 
ahead. Bnt it was by ne means «ver. 
Never was there n more enthralling three 
minutes than that in which the last ‘ap 
was fought. 


A NARROW MARGIN. 


Ivanovsky skidded broadside in his final 
lap, but kept going. It lost him a few 
seconds, but he eovld just afford it. We 
saw him approaching the stands. It wes 
over, but he had harely passed the stands 
Gien Kidcton ename hurtling 

The Ressian had won by four- 
teen seconds, . Fourteen seconds in three 
hundred miles—what a thriller. I do 
not often play the réle of spectator dur- 
ing a motor race,--but-l :eam assare you 


when 
through. 


Kidston lost some time in his earlier 
laps by skidding, and if he had driven 
with that glovious abandon which marked 
his later challenge he would have won. 
Bat that is the game. Ore does not give 
the car “ full bore’ in the early stages 
of so long a rece. One must nurse the 
car a little. Kideton drove a fine race, 
and he was beaten simply because he 
could not quite concede the start which 
was required of him. 

The Hentley drivers did wonderfully. 
They did not have the best of luc, but 
they accomplished a very fine collective 
performance. 

The race opened on a very high note of 
excitement. ‘T. Thistlethwayte, on the 
ciant German Mercedes, and H. R. 8. 
Birkin, on the British Bentley, engaged 
everybody's attention ; for they were fight- 
ing a terrific duel at high speed. They 
reared by the stands at well over a 
hundred miles an hour, the Mercedes 
shrieking and whining, with its super- 
charger, the Bentley, impressively quiet. 


SUPERB DRIVING. 


It was a pity that Thistlethwayte could 
not keep his car going; for during that 
first hundred miles or so, during which 
he and Birkin fought each other, I think 
we saw one of the most thrilling duels in 
the history of motor raciug. Both men 
drove superbly. . The Bentley was faster 
on tae corners, and because of this made 
up for the speedier sprinting of the 
super-charged Mercedes on the straights. 
It was a wonderful dish of spéed 
to offer to the thousands who 
hungered for thrills, They most certainly 
got them. They got them in thet magnifi- 
cent Birkin-Thistlethwaite duel, and, to 
cap it, they got them in the fitting climax 
to a stupendous race. They saw motor 
racing at its very best. TJreland has 
written a modern page of history, to follow 
the pages it wrote in the pioneer days. 

There were any number of exciting 1n- 
cidents, but in the glamour of the great 
fight for leadership they were dwarfed to 
insignificance. 

We saw a dangerous fire in front of the 
Grand Stand, when Field’s Bugatti, 
during replenishments, became a blazin 
furnace. We saw firemen rush out an 
fight the flames with chemical ez- 
tinguishers; saw the fire gaining on the 
fighters, and the final victory of the fire- 
men. But even this was nothing to the 
fascination of that wonderful finish. 


The blazing sun which shone on this ! 


sensational race melted the tar on the 
roads, and made of the coursé a skatin 
rink, so that in the later sta 
the competitors were skidding on the 
corners. 

But the modern car, speédy as it is, is 
very stable, and the driving standard in 
a classic contest is high. us the race 
produced no disasters. Poor Malcolm 
Campbell, always a favourite with the 
public, went out alter trying all he knew 
with a ear which had not the “ knots. 
Others paid toll for. the high speed at 
which the race was won; but, as I have 
said, everything paled into the purely in- 
cidental because of those glorious duels 
which opened and finis the greatest 
motor race in history. 
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AN EPIC OF SPEED. 
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IVANOVSKY WINS AGAIN, 
“a By Our Moron Conrresponpent. 
Phere Was a magnificent and thrilling 

start in the s8cond day’s motor race for 

the Irish International Grand Prix when 

President Cosgrave dropped the white flay 

punctually at 1.30 p.m. in the Phenix 

Park on Saturday. The drivers and 

machanics rushed across the road 

und within 10 seconds eighteen cars 
moved of almost in a body, with 
the big white Mercedes in the van, 
and one of the Buyattis at the tail. 

Captain Malcolm Campbell’s Sunbeam 

was left alone at the pits, to the general 

consternation of the sympathetic crowd on 

the grand stand. After about half a 

minute, however, his engine burst into 

lif:, and he roared off in pursuit of the 
crowd. 

Almost incredibly soon a high-pite 
whine heralded ‘the approach of i histle 
thwayte’s Mercedes, and it tore through, with 
H. #. 8. Birkin (super-charged Bentley) close 
behind, and, following him, was Glen Kidston 
on the unsuper-chatged “ Speed-Six ” Bentley. 
After a short gap same Friday's winner, 
ivanovsky, ou Brunner’s Alfa-Romeo. The 
Whole field was already strung right out. 
After the Alfa-Rumeu came Scott (Bentley), 
Dan Higgin {Austro-Daimler), Coo 
(Bentley), Wood (Bentley), Leonard Headiam 
(Alfa-Romeo) and G. E. T. Eyston, driving 
his brother’s Bugatti. 

At the end of the second lap Thistlethwayte 
(Mercedes), Birkin and Kidston were playin 
“follow my leader,’ well ahead of. the field, 
and they shot ge the stand at a great speed. 
Jvanovsky still held fourth place. Captain 
Cainpbell, after his bad start, was steadily 
making his way up through the field, and 
already had v= lt: three other cars. The 
firs: “‘ casualty’ to pull in to the pit: was 
Bernard Rubin (Bentley), with chronic mis- 
firing, after doing only two Japs, After 
working hard. for ten minutes he got away 
again but the trouble still was evident. 
Another three or four lapx and he came in 
again. This time he managed to put things 
vight, and his engine resumed its healthy 
heat and enabled him to lap at high speeds. 
All this time a terrific duel was being fought 
out round the courre between Thistlethwayte 
and Birkin. There was never much more 
than 100 vards between them, but the 
Meicedes was always in the lead. Kidston 
held third position at varying distances 
hehind the lenders, due to delaying skids at 
the Mountjoy Corner.

CORNER SKIDDING. 

As the race warmed up, skidding at the 
corners became the order of the day. 
Leonard Headlam {Alfa-Romeo) started it at 
the Mountjoy Corner, Then W. B. Scot 
(Bentlev slithered right round, came to a 
standstill, and set off again. J. 8. Hind- 
marsh (3-litre Lagonda) found his speed too 
high to take the turn and ran a few yards 
down the main road. * Campbell (Sunbeam) 
stopped altogether and spent six minutes 
working at the car before he got it away. 
Great excitement was caused when G. E. T 
Eyston’s Bugatti caught fire, but the firemen 
on the spot quickly extinguished the blaze 
under the cars tail, and it started off once 
more, only to retire soon after at the pits. 
Apparently the petrol tank in the tail was 
leaking hopelessly. 

The spectators at the Gough Corner were 
also. having their full share of excitement. 
Kidston’s big Bevtley gave a hair-raising ex- 
hibition, skidding twice round as it emerged 
into the main road and then streaking away 
as if nothing had happened. The surface 
at this point, incidentally, was getting badly 
cut up and was rather loose, Scott (Bentley) 
also performed a lively skid just in front of 
two other cars, but there was no untoward 
result. 

In addition to the great fight between the 
scratch cars, Campbell. now travelling well, 
was lapping at an excellent speed, with Ivan- 
ovsky sticking grimly to his tail. Actually 
lvanovsky now was leading the field, and 
was followed by his team-mates, Leonard 
Headlam (Alfa-Romeo) and Dr. J. D, Benia- 
field (Alfa-Romeo). The only threat to the 
leader came from the three back markers— 
Kidston (Bentley), Thistlethwayte (Mercedes) 
and Wood (Bentley).

The cornering became more lurid than ever. 
At the peeve | corner, Field (Bugatt)), 
Higgin (Austro-Daimler), Eggar (Austro- 
Daimler) all got into difficulties. Hi yin 
livened matters at the Gough. by shiddieg 
right across the road, then ta on to the 
right footpath, and thence across the road 
again to the left path.

All interest in the race now centred on the 
great problem—Could Kidston catch I[van- 
ovsky! Kidston was reeling off lap after Jap 
at between 81 and 82 miles per hour, while 
the Russian was keeping up a very steady 
774 miles per hour. Kidston pulled in to re- 
fill with petrol, and was in his car and off 
again in very little more than half a minute. 
Every second counted now, and he wasted 
none. With only ten more laps to go,

THE CHALKED SIGNAL. 

From the Bentley pits a large black. 
board with the word “' faster’’ chalked in 
capitals on it was held out as Kidston 
roared past, with ten laps to go. Everyone 
watched eagerly to see Ivanovsky shvot past 
the stand, and then watches were produced 
to see by how much Kidston was behind 
him. The indication was 1 mín. 56 secs.— 
14 secs. off that Jap. Eight laps were yet 
to go, and the gap had narrowed to 1 min. 
42 secs. Next time round, the Bentley 
driver was able to catch up 8 secs only, 
but in the following lap he was 11 secs. 
closer, 

No attention now was paid to the other 
cars that still roared round the course. The 
only thing that mattered ‘was the brief and 
ever-shorteniig interval of time between 
No. 18 and No. 4—the Alfa-Romeo and the 
Bentley. It was a truly marvellous 
pursuit, with the prospect of a breath- 
catching finish. When they had still five 
~ to go—21} miles—the Italian car was 
72 secs. ahead Five laps to go, and a 
72 seconds lead! Kidston would have to 
make up 14; sees. on each circuit, if he was 
to wy 4 his flying rival before the finish, 
On the next circuit he reduced the gap by 
only 13 secs., but on the next ggein, he 
had drawn closer by another 15 sécs Three 
laps to go and he was only 44 secs. behind, 
If only he could continue to knock off

AROUND THE COURSE. 


A VER. LIVELY CORNER. 

It was ait the Mountjoy Corner that the 
race was lost and won. Ivanovsky’s wonder: 
ful cornering saved him precious seconds that 
were to stand to him in the end. Un the 
very last Jap, when len Kidston was only 
two Limdred yards behin! Ivanovsky, his big 
Bentley skidded as he attempted to take the 
corner too fast, and he turned round and 
down the slip road, te lose the seconds that 
would have given him the race. 

The work of Ivanovsky at this corner was 
a revelation in the handling of a racing-cat 
on a bend. Down the straight he came at 
a terrific speed, to brake-up at the last 
moment, take the corner dead, and roar away 
with amazing acceleration befcre he really 
had straightened out again. Tap after lap 
with fine consistency he took that corner. 
Qnly twice did he falter, but he saved him- 
self brilliantiy, when he ran on to the grass 
bank and swerved behind the trees and the 
earth barricade, to reappear at a distance of 
about fifty yards and swing into the track 
again without the loss of » second. He was 
the fastest on that corner, with, perhaps, 
the exception of Brian Lewis, in his plucky 
little 0 M., who kept cornering beautifully 
and collecting seconds in a brave attempt to 
make up for the slowness of his car on the 
straight. 


Campbell hated that oo corner. 
Thiytlethwayte lost seconds on it, when he 
was being chased by Birkin on his Number 2 
Bentley. He braked almost to nothing as he 
came to it, and he could not have been 
doing, more than five miles an hour when 
he took’ it. Birkin, on the other hand, took 
it. recklessly, cutting over beside the earthen 
harricade. at every lap. Campbell, in the 
beginning, took it very carefully, though 
faster than Thistlethwayte; but later on, 
after his stop, he took it as fast as any of 
the others. . 

As the cars roared down the straighi after 
the start, all took it easily, and Hindmarsh’s 
Lagonda was the only one that skidded 
slightly. 


A DARING MECHANIC. 

There was a thrill for the crowd when, on 
the second lap, Wolfe’s Lagonda came round, 
and as he left the bend his mechanic was seen 
to climb over the windscreen and on the 
(he bonnet to adjust one of the straps which 
had come loose. It was a daring feat, as 
the car was travelling at more than sixty 
miles an hour and was accelerating when 
he did it. On the fourth lap . Birkin’s 
Bentley swung round on to the grass edge, 
but recovered quickly and got away. On 
his heels Dan Higgin’s Austro-Daimler 
repeated the performance. Scott's Bentle 
on the next lap went into a hair-raising skid, 
swinging round and round. It seemed as if 
there would be a crash with the oncoming 
car, but with great presence of mind Scott 
backed on to the grass edge to let the other 
ear skid by.

His car 
turned completely round, and ran on to the

About half an hour later Lewis’s O.M. and 
Cook’s Bentley failed to take the corne?

Hindmarsh’s Lagonda afterwards skidded 
several times at the corner, On the two last 
laps Kidston was taking the corner at a ter- 
rific speed in an attempt to catch Ivanovsky. 
The first time he ran on to the grass, and 
swerved behind the trees to regain the track 
without losing a second, but next time he 
was not so lucky; he went into a bad skid.

A QUIET STRETCH. 


ASHTOWN GATE TO GOUGH 
CORNER. 


At no stage of the race was there a sugges- 
tion of overcrowding along the back stretch 
from the Ashtown Gates to the Gough corner. 
Indeed, when the order to close the road was 
given at 12.30 there were not two dozen folk 
in this area, apart from the Guard patrols 
and the course marshals. It was hard to un- 
derstand why larger numbers did not 
patronise this spot, and particularly the bi 
triangular space between the Viceregal bres 
the Under Secretary 's Lodges. Here the cars, 
having ‘‘ opened out” after turning the 
Mountjoy corner, were going always at high 
speed, and the right left-right twist in the 
road supplied an element of trickiness that 
kept the drivers very much on the alert. A 
little slackening of attention and a crash was 
likely. In the afternoon a good many spec- 
tators wandered down from Mountjoy corner, 
and the cars, by this time well warmed up, 
were putting in great speed work. 

There were some thrilling moments as the 
big cars did the twist. For the first half- 
hour the self-appointed timekeepers were in a 
fever of excitement at the duel between the 
cream-coloured Mercedes and the dark greén 
Bentley, driven by Birkin. Lap after lap the 
two cars passed, with the Bentley never more 
than fifty yards behind the Mercedes. More 
interesting still was the running of the big 
Bentley. ''Six,'” driven by Glen Kidston. 
With a lap in hand it held a position about 
400 yards behind the two scratch nen. In- 
terest was also stimulated by the running of 
the Alfa-Romeo trio of cars, particularly the 
one driven by Ivanovsky. For a number of 
laps Campbell’s Sunbeam and Ivanovsky’s 
Alfa-Romeo had an exciting tussle.

Many now had founa their way from the 
opposite side of the course, and under the 
weleome shade of the trees they lay down 
and watched the race. The majority of the 
men were ih shirt sleeves, having removed 
their coats in the blazing sun, 

The struggle between Alfa-Romeo (18) and 
No. 4 Bentley kept everybody on “ edge.” 
The cars were putting in terrific speed along 
this stretch, but the skill of the drivers was 
admirable beyond words, and they never 
looked like coming to grief. A great recep 
tion was given to both [vanovsky, the winner, 
and Kidston, the second, on their passage 
round the circuit after the race. While all 
took their hats off to the conquering Russian, 
there was a great feeling of admiration for 
Kidston, who had done so splendidly. ‘The 
consistent running of the Bentley cars won 
everybody’s praise. 


GOUGH CORNER.

A FEW EXCITING INCIDENTS. 


Comparatively few exciting incidents were 
witnessed by spectators at the Gough corner, 
Apart from the skidding ot some cars, nothing 
of moment occurred, and the interest in the 
race at this point was not so well sustained 
as on t*> juevious day. When the signal to 
start was heard spectators caught their 
breath and waited the appearance of the first 
car, Soon Thistlethwayte swung round in his 
Mercedes, followed closely by H. R. 58, 
Birkin in a Bentley. The cornering for the first 
lap was' Very finished, but afterwards the drivers 
were less careful, and in the fourth lap 
Glen Kidston, in his Bentley, made a com- 
plete turn on. the track after rounding the 
corner, and was off again in a second. 
Women spectators shrieked, but their alarm 
soon turned to admiration, and as the car 
swept out of sight of the bend the crowd 
soplaudel heartily. The Bentley drivers 
were conspicuous by their fast cornering and 
skidding. 

There were exciting moments at 2.25 p.m. 
when, rounding simultaneously, cars driven 
by Dan Higgin and Dr. J. D. Benjafield 
grazed each other, but they separated quickly. 
By skilful management of his Austro-Daimler, 
Dan Higgin avoided what might have been 
a dangerous accident. In cornering on the 
20th lap his car completely reversed its 
direction and swung up on the bank on the 
inside of the bend, mere inches separating it 
from the spectators. He pulled ont again, 
however, and was away, but not before he 
had mounted the bank on the opposite side 
of the road. 

It was at the’ Gough corner that, in the 
25th lap, after a grim tussle, Birkin passed 
the Mercedes for the first time in the race. 
At ten minutes past three o'clock Leonard 
Headlam, driving an Alfa-Romeo, was 
knocked out. of the race, when his car, strik- 
ing the bank with terrific force, had its 
front wheels locked. Facing on to the track, 
it was a danger to other competitors, who 
narrowly missed colliding with it. Stewards 
and firemen removed it to the enclosure. 

In consequence of Friday’s accident on 
the corner, portion of the iron railing had 
been removed and sandbags had been sub- 
stituted. but all cars now kept a safe dis- 
tance from the danger zone. Indeed, it was 
on the unprotected portion of the corner that 
virtually all of Saturday’s accidents occurred.

A Two-edged Sword. 


The decision of the United States 
Government to increase its protective 
tariffs. has caused concern throughout 
the world, and public opinion in Canada 
is very much upset by the prospect. Mr. 
Vincent Massey, the Canadian Minister 
in Washington, has made a formal 
protest to the State Department against 
the proposed increase in the tariffs on 
shingles, lumber and ‘‘ feeder cattle ’’ ; and 
so serious a view has been taken of his 
protest that Colonel Stimson, President 
Hoover’s Secretary of State, has called 
into conference several senators, including 
Senator Borah. It that Mr. 
Massey’s protest was accompanied by a 
strong hint that, if the Administration 
should persist in its tariff plans, not only 
Canada, but also Great Britain, might be 
compelled to consider proposals for 
retaliation, Some of the New York 
newspapers announce that Mr. Massey

made specific mention of a tariff on United 
States wheat, and this possibility has 
given rise to some anxiety in Washing- 
ton, especially as Mr. Hoover’s programme 
makes a strong point of farm relief. 
Canada’s attitude in the matter is per- 
fectly logical. For one hundred years she 
has lived on the best of terms with the 
United States.

creases, the Ottawa Government certainly 
will not allow itself to be penalised with- 
out retaliation, Import duties on. goods 
from the United States entering Canada 
would deal a heavy blow “a lhe American 
manufacturers, who are making strong 
efforts to increase their export trade. 
Naturally enough, the tendency in Canada 
during the last twenty or thirty years han 
been to buy more and more goods from the 
United States, with the result that Eng- 
land’s trade has suffered in spite of the 
existence of imperial preference. If Mr. 
Hoover’s Government should persist in its 
present plans, England would benefit ; 
for Canada would transfer a large propor- 
tion of her custom from the United 
States. The British people, therefore, 
can regard the situation with equanimity, 
although the slightest strain in the 
relations between Canada and the United 
States is greatly to be deplored. The 
incident provides one more example of the 
fact that tariffs cut both ways—a fact of 
which Canada’s sister Dominion, the Irish 
Free State, does not seem yet to have 
taken full cognisance. Fortunately for the 
Saorstát, Britain is maintaining her 
policy of free trade ; but we hope that the 
Canadian lesson will not be lost on 
Merrion street.

Water Shortage. 


The idea of a water famine in these 
islands is almost amusing when we consider 
the world-wide reputation of their climate. 
Whenever we have required water it has 
been our habit to turn on a tap with perfect 
confidence in the result. Now it seems 
that the sunshine of the past weeks has 
jeopardised thie abundance of supply. It 
is true that during any comparatively fine 
summer there is always a minor shortage 
in certain country districts; and visitors 
to country houses in July and August are 


-accustomed to an exhortation from their 
| hosts, “Do not fill your bath too full; | 
the water is a bit low.” Such a warning 
as that which has been issued to the 


public by the English Ministry of Health 


is very unusual. Even in Manchester, 


whose normally moist climate has made 
it the home of ootton-spinning, anxiety is 


being felt, The shortage in East Anglia 
has impelled the South Essex “Water 
Company to forbid the use of water. for 


garden purposes, and villagers on the 
Yorkshire Wolds have been forced to 
obtain their supplies by train from Hull. 
In London the foresight of the Metro- 
politan Water Board has provented a 
crisis, Every Londoner, it appears, 
habitually uses thirty-six gallons of water 
daily, and, since experts estimate that 
half this quantity would suffice, the 
anxiety is not so great as that which 
obtained in 1921. The shortage in Ireland 
is less acute, but we have published a 
warning from the Pembroke Urban 
District Council. It seems to be unlikely 
that Jupiter Pluvius will abstain much 
longer; but the present drought in 
England ought to ensure that belated 
effect will be given to the recommendations 
that were put forward by the Ministry of 
Health’s- Advisory Committee four years 
ago, 


Cricket at Lords. 


The annual cricket matches between 
Oxford and Cambridge, and between Eton 
and Harrow, which were played at Lord’s 
last week, are more than mere sporting 
contests; they provide thousands who 
live in the provinces with a universally 
accepted excuse for an annual reunion 
with old friends, During the Oxford and 
Cambridge match, when the cricket is 
uninspiring, it is only necessary to sit 
near two country visitors in order to 
realise the truth of this assertion. Once 
again Yardley will score two centuries 
and Cobden will bowl his historic over ; 
the mighty hitting of the genial “ Buns ” 
Thornton will be praised to the disparage- 
ment of modern stone-wallers, and the 
half-forgotten controversy that raged 
round: C, M. Wells's action, when he 
howled intentional wides to prevent an 
Oxford follow-on, will arise with all its 
pristine heat. Almost inevitably the 
conversation will end with the words 
Eheu! fugaces, and younger men will be 
reminded that a time awaits them when 
life’s greatest joys will lie in the past. 
No note of depression, however, mars the 
buoyant gaiety of the Eton and Harrow 
match. The new top-hat is donned or the 
old one resurrected, and the gallant and 
fair come in their thousands. Not until 
the evening of the second day, if an 
exciting finish is in prospect, do sartorial 
perfection and social urbanity lose them- 
selves in enthusiasm. Those who saw the 
end of Fowler's tnatch, in 1910, never 
will forget the closing scene. In the first 
Eton and Harrow match George Bruimmell 
arid George Gordon Noel Byron played -on 
opposite sides, and since then many 
names, afterwards famous, have appeared 
on the score sheets of Lord’s. Long may 
these matches endure: Britain would be a 
poorer place without them.

A FIGHT OF 


SKILL FROM 


START TO FINISH.

Those who, after Friday’s motor races 
in the Pheenix Park, declared that they 
had been bored by the spectacle, left the 
Park on Saturday afternoon in a very 
jifferent frame of mind. Friday’s race, 
to all intents and purposes, had been a 
walkover. After the first few laps, 
sverybody knew that either Ramponi or 
his team-mate, Ivanovsky, must win in 
the absence of serious mishap, and 
nobody was in the Jeast surprised when 
the latter romped home in the motoring 
equivalent of a canter, 

On Saturday, however, we saw a great 
race, and one which will not be forgotten 
rasily by those who were present. From 
that tense moment when the long line of 
scheloned cars—some of them more like 
jostrovers—sprang into ear-splitting life 
vith a roar that resembled the opening of 
sn artillery bombardment, until the 
magnificent climax, there was not a dull 
second. This was the real thing. Thrill 
followed thrill in a breathless succession 
that put the best efforts of Hollywood to 
shame. Death danced on the radiator of 
every car in that race, and was laughed 
st by those dare-devil drivers, who for 
three and a half hours hurled themselves 
slong the course at speeds that staggered 


the imagination. 


LEFT AT THE POST. 

As on Friday, the start was excellent. 
This time it was President Cosgrave who 
gave the signal. The flag dropped ; 
drivers and mechanics were across the 
road and into their cars in a flash, and, 
with a mighty thunder of exhausts, the 
race had started. As on Friday, again, 
one of the favourites was left at the post. 
Captain Malcolm Campbell, the hero of 
Vernouk Pan, whose “mystery ” Sun- 
beam had created so much public interest 
during the week before the race, could 
not get his car started. Precious minutes 
were lost as his mechanic feverishly 
searched for the source of trouble, and 
the driver obviously was upset hy the 
contretemps. However, the  difuculty, 
whatever it was, soon was solved, and 
with a wave of the hand Campbell was 
off in pursuit of his rivals. 

It was an imposing array. First came 
Thistlethwaite, in his lovely white 
Mercédés, followed closely by Birkin’s 
super-charged Bentley—the two ‘‘ back- 
markers.' Then came a string of Bentleys, 
Austro-Daimlers, Lagondas, an Amilcar, 
g couple of sky-blue Bugattis, the familar 
Alfa-Romeos, led once more by the 
dougthy Ivanovsky, and one or two others, 
They hardly seemed to have started when 
a roar from the crowd at the Gough corner 
heralded their emergence from the back 
road, and then the highly-pitched scream 
of the “ Merc”’ approached like the whine 
of a shell. | 

One had a vague impression of a white 
flash; the nasa “1” stood out for a 
fraction of a second in black, and Thistle- 
thwaite was a quarter of a mile away down 
the straight before one had had time to 
realise what had happened. Only a iew 
vards behind him came Birkin, with his 
dark green Bentley, already drawing well 
away from his nearest pursuers. For the 
first half-hour the duel between these two 
held the interest of the crowd. They were 
the giants of the race. Along the straight 
they were doing at least 125 miles sn 
hour; but they hardly had time to get up 
speed until they were forced to slow down 
for the Mountjoy corner. | 


THREE TONS OF MERCEDES. . 

Thistlethwaite took the corners witt! 
great skill and some care; for, as he ex- 
plained afterwards, three tons of 
Mercédées “takes some getting round,” and 
a really bad skid would have ended im 
disaster. Birkin, with a lighter, if equally 
powerful car, had an ‘advantage at the 
corners;- but the ‘* Merc”’ managed to 
gain on him in the straight, and Thistle- 
thwarte never really opened up bis 
throttle, hoping to reserve his real effort 
ior a stage in the race at which rag, tag 
and bobtail would be weeded out. 

But his chance never came. One felt, 
somehow, that such speed could not last. 
His lapping was remarkable. While I 
was walking from the Grand Stand en- 
closure to Mountjoy corner he passed 
halt-a-dozen times; and then he failed to 
appear. Birkin came hurtling along by 
himself, and the ominous announcement 
‘ollowed that ‘‘ Thistlethwaite had been 
forced to enter the pits.”” By this time 
he had done twenty-seven laps, and his 
speed was so great that, with ordinary 
luck, a delay of a few minutes would not 
affect his chances materially. But he 
had not even ordinary luck. We all 
waited by Mountjoy corner, hoping soon 
to hear again the piercing wail of his 
super-charger; but lap after lap passed 
without him, and finally it was announce 
that the kreat Mercédés had retired from 
the race. with a blown gasket. 


WHAT IS A GASKET?’ 

A new word was added to the un- 
instructed vocabulary of Dublin, Interest. 
in the race even flagged for a time while 
we sought the cognoscenti to learn pre- 
cisely what a gasket was. As the’ cars 
whizzed by, youths could be seen sur- 
rounded by little knots of people, making 
strange passes with their hands through 
the air in an effort to provide a satis- 
factory definition of Thistlethwayte'’s bug- 
bear—he tells me that blowing gaskets 
is the favourite amusement of his 
Mercédées—but, although at least a dozen 
of my motoring friends told me all about 
it within the space of a few minutes, I 
must confess that my notion of a gasket 
is exceedingly hazy even now. I believe 
that it has something to do with a 
evlinder and a water jacket, or it may 
be with a sleeve valve cam-shait; but at 
anv rate there it was. For a really 
picturesque description of a gasket, I 
would ‘recommend my readers to Mr. 
“Scrap ” Thistlethwayte, or, in the alter- 
native, to Captain Braddell, the spare 
driver, either of whom may be trusted to 

y the most exacting searcher after 

With Thistlethwayte out of the way, 
tome of the excitement in the race died 
down for a while; but it very quickly was 
restored. By this time the cars had been - 
thinned out. Malcolm Campbell broke 
down near the. corner, and had to 
Eyston'’s Bugatti

to return tothe pits under its own power; 
and then. the companion Bugatti burst.

Stand, the occupants of which witnessed 
some highly exciting moments. 


extinguishers, appeared from nowhere, 
and had the blazing car under control in 
a few seconds. ‘The fire was out almost 
before one had .time to realise that. it 
had started; and there was no fuss or 
coniusion. Mr. -Thistlethwayte, who was 
present at the time, told me that it was 
the best piece of organisation that he 
ever had seen on a racing course. 

The Austro-Daimlers also were in 
trouble, but they managed to hold on, 
although one of them—Number 15—was 
missing badly. All the Bentleys: were 
going well, with the dcbonnair Glen 
Kitson in his six-litre Number 4 beginning 
to emerge as one of those who were going 
to be there or thereabouts at the finish. 
Birkin’s Number 2 was maintaining a fine 
rate of speed; but it found its handicap 
rather severe—it had to give a lap to Glen 
Kidston—and although it gained steadily, 
was not gaining sufficiently to overhaul 
its rivals, 

About half-time, however, the crowd 
began to realise that Ivanovsky was 
coming in to the picture again. When it 
was announced before the start that he 
had replaced the Hon. Anthony Brunner 
as driver of Number 18, first of the Alfa- 
Romeo team, those ‘‘in the know’’ smiled 
wisely ; but as he had four laps’ start from 
Thistlethwayte and Birkin, nobody paid 
much attention to him for about thirty 
laps. Then the score-board began to tell 
its story. Ivanovsky was at it again. His 
cornering was amazing. I watched him 
for a while at Mountjoy, and he did not 
seem to have the least difficulty in getting 
round at speed. He must have gained 
some seconds at the corner every time; 
for, while the others were skidding, he was 
driving round without a fault. 


ONLY THREE IN IT. 


One by one, the majority of the cars 
fell out of the running. One would have 
engine trouble, another “ mag ” trouble, a 
third some other kind of trouble; and 
valuable time was lost in the pits. Lap 
after lap passed, with Birkin shrieking 
along at between 110 and 120, with the 
others of the Bentley team—Rubin, Cook, 
Harcourt Wood and the rest in hot pur- 
suit. The three Alfast also held on; but 
long before the end we knew that there 
were only three really ‘‘in it.” Birkin 
might do it with Number 2, Ivanovsky 
with Number 18, or—and here came the 
really exciting part of the race—Glen 
Kidston with his Number 4. 

As the end approached—and it ap- 
proaches rather quickly when cars are 
doing over 80 miles an hour—the men in 
the several pits began to hold out black 
boards giving useful information to their 
drivers. The Bentley people soon saw 
that the finish was likelv to be fought out 
between Ivanovsky and Glen Kidston, and 
as the latter tore down the straight at about 
100, he was exhorted to go ‘‘ faster ” and 
still faster. Yet Ivanovsky drove on, 
never varying his speed, never slackening 
his effort, sticking like grim death to 
what remained of his three laps start 
from Glen Kidston. Slowly the gap was 
narrowed. Nobody worried now about 
the other cars. Glen Kidston ‘was gain- 
ing. “ Faster,’’ read the legend on the 
Bentley black-board, ‘‘ Alfa has three 
minutes in hand.” ‘‘ Not _ likely,”’ 
laughed the gallant Glen, and off he 
dashed in pursuit of his Russian rival. 


REELING OFF THE SECONDS. 


Lap by lap those seconds came off. 
Now ten, now eleven, sometimes twelve. 
Could Glen Kidston catch the Alfa? 
Nothing else mattered now; and as the 
roaring Bentley passed the stand a roar 
of applause inspired the driver to more 
and more reckless effort. ‘‘ Faster,”’ 
yelled the black-board. Surely nothing 
could go faster than that. But Glen 
Kidston knew better. Down went his 
foot on the accelerator. The gallant 
engine responded, and another few 
seconds were gained. 

Ivanovsky also had his information 
‘from his pit, and knew precisely how 
matters stood. Kidston was after him, 
in relentless determination to get him. 
At first nobody thought that the feat was 
possible. Glen Kidston’s rate of reduc 
tion was not sufficiently high to overhaul 
the Russian in the time; but when it 
came to the last four or five laps we 
began to see that it might just be done; 
for the Bentley was making astonishing 
speed. 

Three laps to go; and there is an in- 
creasing shite. Has there ever been 
such a finish? The crowd is wild with 
excitement. Other cars are in the race, 
and doing splendidly; but we see nobody 
but Ivanovsky and Glen Kidston. Round 
they come again. Number 4 has gained 
appreciably. Once more—and then there 
is a gasp. The Bentley has skidded. 

Trying to corner at speed Glen Kidston 
met with the fate that he had escaped 
for so long. His car spun round and 
round like a teetotum; but, marvellous 
driver as he is, he managed to escape 
disaster. Still, priceless seconds have 
heen lost. The Bentley is under contro] 
again, and is off like a flash. Only four, 
or maybe it was two, seconds have been 
ained on this lap; and Ivanovsky, see- 
ing his double event within his grasp, 
has stopped taking risks. 


THE LAST ROUND. 


Round they come for the last time, 
Glen Kidston going all out, and driving 
like a Fury ; but it is too late. Ivanovsky 
has done it—by the narrow margin of 

n seconds. 
Vers few people realised that the race 
was over; for the two leading cars passed 
the winning post at a tremendous speed. 
and went round another lap before they 
drew up. The Bentley passed the Alfa 
on this additional lap, and when Glen 
Kidston was seen approaching his pit 
ahead of Ivanovsky there was a wild 
moment in which we thought that he had 
won, But the score board quickly put us 
richt. It was not victory, but very 
gallant defeat, and the burly Russian was 
the first to pay a tribute to his rival's 
ious effort. 

mane of the drivers told me afterwards 
that it was the finest race of its kind 
that ever had been run, and I can well 
believe it. Ivanovsky certainly deserved 
his double success—the strain of two con. 
secutive days’ racing must have been 
terrific ; but he will not forget that hair- 
raising chase for many 4 long day to 
come.

A Soviet Note, signed by Karahan, has. 
been handed to the Chinese Chargé 
d’Affaires in Moscow. The Note says, 
inter alia, that the Soviet Government, 
remaining true to its peaceful policy, and 
notwithstanding the violent and provoca- 
tive actions of the Chinese authorities, 
once more expresses its willingness to 
enter into negotiations with China regard- 
ing all questions connected with the 
Chinese Eastern Railway. 

Such negotiations, however, the Note 
continues, are only possible in the event 
of the immediate release of arrested 
citizens of the Soviet Republics and the 
cancellation of all illegal orders by the 


the Chinese authorities. 


THREE DEMANDS. 

Accordingly, the Soviet Government 
proposes, first, to call immediately a con- 
ference to regulate all questions connected 
with the Chinese Eastern Railway ; 
secondly, that the Chinese authorities 
shall immediately cancel all arbitrary | 
orders regarding the Chinese Eastern 
Railway; and, thirdly, that all arrested 
citizens shall immediately be released, 
and the Chinese authorities cease all per- 
secution of Soviet citizens and Soviet in- 
stitutions. 

The Soviet Government suggests that 
the Mukden Government and the Nation- 
alist Government of China shall weigh 
the serious consequences which the rejec- 
tion of these proposals would have, and 
declares that it: will wait for three days 
for the answer of the Chinese Government 
to its proposals, and gives the warning 
that; in the event of the non-receipt of a 
satisfactory answer, it will be compelled 
to resort to other means for the protection 
of the -lawful rights. of the Soviet 
Republics.

From Our POLITICAL CORRESPONDENT. 


Members of the Free State Liquor Com- 
mission have at last received the terms of 
reference for their new inguiry from the 
Ministry of Justice. 

As I anticipated last week, the pro- 
visions of the Liquor Act on which the 
Commission will be expected to report 
concern the afternoon closing hour in the 
cities, the granting of area exemption 
orders on the occasion of important local 
fixtures, St. Patrick’s Day closing, and 
the transferability of licences. 

The terms of reference given oflicially 
to the Commission are :— 

& To examine the following provisions of 
the law relating to the sale, supply and 
consumption of intoxicating liquor—that 
is to say: 

~“(1)}—The provision by virtue of which 
the sale, supply and consumption of in- 
toxicating liquor are limited during @ 
period in the afternoon on week-days in 
county boroughs, including any part of 
the Dublin Metropolitan Area, im. a 
manner in which they are not limited in 
the rest of Ireland ; 

“(2)—The provision by virtue of which 
the granting of area exemption orders on 
special occasions on which large incur- 
sions of persons are expected is limited 
to licensing areas not being or forming 
part of a county borough ; 

‘“‘(3)—The provision regulating the sale, 
supply and consumption of intoxicating 
liquor on St. Patrick’s Day, and 

“(4)—The provision made for the transfer 
of a licence from one set of premises to 
other premises, 

“And to report Whether any alterations 
in these particular provisions are desir- 
able.” 

It is not expected that the first meeting 
of the Commission will be held before 
September next. 


OPIUM SMUGGLING, 
THREE CHINESE ARRESTED 
From Our Own CORRESPONDENT. 

SAN FRANCISCO, Sunday. 

The United’ States Commissioner here 
to-day issued warrants Jor the arrest of 
Susie Ying Kao, wife of Vice-Consul Ying 
Kao; the Vice-Consul himself, and Suen 
Foon, charging them with facilitating the 
transportation and concealment of a 
quantity of opium, in violation of. the 
Jones Miller Act. 

Opium, estimated fo be worth two 
million pounds, was found in Mrs. Ying 
Kao’s trunks, on her arrival from China 
Jast Tuesday. 

The arrest of the trio followed close 
upon Ying Kao’s suspension from his posi- 
tion of Vice-Consul by the Minister, C. 
C. Wu, Chinese Emissary at Washington. 
The suspension was temporary, but will 
be in force until an investigation and re- 
port to the Chinese Government have been 
made. 

Mr. Wu has. requested the Secretary of 
State, Mr, Henry L. Stimson, to turn the 
three over to the Chinese authorities lor 
trial on charges of opium smuggling. The 
American branch of the Kuo Min Tang 
Society, the Nationalist organisation, 15 
said to have passed a resolution demanding 
that the Ying Kaos to be tried in China. 

Secretary Stimson took the Minister's 
request under consideration, but the 
official opinion is to the effect that it 
would not be granted. The American 
courts would not consent to any such pro- 
cedure, it is believed. , 

If the Ying Kaos were to be convicted 
in China their sentence would be very 
much more rigorous than it would be here. 
The Chinese punish the smuggling of 
opium by Government officials with death. 

Mrs. Kao, as the wife of a Government 
official, would come under that classifica- 
tion, it is said.

THE RHINELAND 
QUESTION, 


DR. STRESEMANN ON 
FRENCH SCHEME,

Dr. Streseniann has made a statement to 
the Frankfurter Zeitung regarding the 
Verification and Conciliation Commission 
for the Rhineland recommended by the 
French. He says: “So far as I can see 
there is no longer any difference of opinion 
among the Governments taking part in the 
forthcoming conference upon this point, 
that the constantly repeated demands of 
the German Government for the deliver- 
ance of the Rhineland from. foreign 
occupation ought to be fulfilled at last.” 

In the Locarno Treaty a solution has 
been found to the security question, which 
not only the countries immediately con- 
cerned, but also the whole world regards 
as ‘@ turning’ point in political develop- 
ment. Though the name of Locarno has 
lost much of its original glamour, there 
was a disagreeable surprise on the French 
suddenly again putting forward © the 
scheme. for setting up a special body to 


Germany and France over the provisions 
of the Treaty of Versailles relating to the 
demilitarised zone, and on its becoming 
apparent that the idea was to set up a 
special bedy without duration limit for 
the fifty kilometre zone bordering on the 
Rhineland. | , 
UNACCEPTABLE. 

The Chancellor described this as un- 
acceptable, and pronounced: himself not 
prepared to discuss any arrangement but 
one lasting until 1935. 

The French plan depends on the assump- 
tion that should the provisions of the 
Treaty of Versanlles require any supple- 
menting in regard to the demilitarised 
zone, according to the now ruling Treaty 
régime, a. direct appeal to the League 
Council only comes into play in cases 
such as those provided for in the Rhine 
Pact. The French Government would 
like, prior to an appeal to the League 
Council, to have a special investigation 
procedure started which would be more 
suitable for friendly settlement of un- 
important matters, without making a 
great fuss. 

“The French theory is wrong from the 
outset. If France complains of an in- 
fringement of the demilitarisation provi- 
sions it is not at all necessary to go 
straight to the League Council. First of 
all there is a settlement through 
diplomatic channels, Should diplomatic 
procedure fail then the affair could be 
brought before an Arbitration Committee, 
under the German-French Arbitration 
Treaty.”

Mr. Massey intimated, it was also 
asserted, that if the United States tariff 
proved too drastic, the British Govern- 
ment might retaliate by trying to impose 
a duty on American wheat, a hint which, 
it was stated, created concern at the 
State Department and the White House. 

The Washington Correspondent of the 
New York World goes further, declaring 
that the State Department was much dis- 
turbed by the incident, and called in 
members of the Senate for. a consultation, 


STATE DEPARTMENT CONCERNED. 


“One reliable and first-hand “report,” 
continues the World Correspondent, “' was 
that the State Department officials were 
‘shivering’ because they saw in the 
threat of a British tariff on wheat not 
only an unpleasant international incident, 
but also trouble for the Administration's 
farm relief programme, which has the 
disposal of the wheat surplus as its most 
mee problem,” 

Among the Senators invited to confer 
with President Hoover were Messrs. 
Watson (Indiana) and Reed (Pennsyl- 
vania). 

The newspapers quoted above are Inde- 
pendent and Democratic respectively. 
The Republican Herald Tribune has, 
however, ‘‘ official information” that 
Mr. Massey made representations and 
that Senator Borah, Chairman of the 
Foreign Relations Committee, was invited 
early in the week to confer with Colonel 
Stimson, the Secretary of State. 


MIGHT TURN TO PREFERENCE. 


“This,” continues the Herald-Tribune, 
“ gave rise to the belief that the Adminis- 
tration was concerned about the possible 
disturbance of friendly economic relations 
hetwéen the two countries, there being a 
fear that Canada’s action might fore- 
shadow a change in the spirit of co- 
operation that has existed for a century 
hetween the United States and its neigh- 
bour to the North. 

Canada, it was pointed out, has based 
her economic policy on co-operation with 
the United States, allowing free entry to 
more than 40 per cent. of United States 
imports into Canada. If Canada was 
satisfied that the United States was pro- 
ceeding to extend the economic barrier 
against Canadian. products all along the 
line, it was explained, the Dominion 
Government might turn strongly to 
Imperial preference, 


CONFLICTING ISSUES. 
NEW YORK, Sunday. 

A Herald-Tribune editorial to-day -dis- 
cusses the foreign protests against the 
pending higher -tariff bill in a very 
moderate manner, and indicates that they 
will be given due consideration by the 
dominant party before the proposed legis- 
lation is consummated. , 

After referring to the fact that the new 
Labour Government in Britain is con- 
sidering the repeal of the protective 
duties imposed by the Safeguarding of 
Industries Act, a step which it proposes 
to take not because: of any.-complaints 
from abroad, but because it believes that 
Britain would benefit economically from 
a return to non-protection, the article 
continues :—“ The new Tariff Bill will be 
framed with the interest of the American 
producer—chiefly the agricultural pro- 
ducer—put first. But to many American 
producers it is now of great importance 
to keep foreign markets open and extend 
in them the sale of American exports. 

“ Two economic interests thus run side 
by side, and it is necessary to hold a fair 
balance between them. If the foreign 
protests carry weight with the Senate and 
the country generally, it will be because 
our tariff policy will seek to reconcile the 
advantage of one group with the advantage 
of the other. Any tariff bill must repre- 


sent a compromise of their conflicting 
aims.”’

MAIL MYSTERY.

80 CANADIAN PACKAGES 
MISSING, 


When the Canadian air mail arrived at 
Liverpool on Saturday, on the White Star 
liner Laurentic, Post Office officials found 
a mysterious discrepancy in the number 
of registered letters, 

The mail is taken from Montreal by air 
and transferred to the steamer at sea. 
Each mail bag is accompanied by a slip 
show ing the number of registered packages 
therein, and when the mail was checked 
at Liverpool it was found that the con- 
tents of one registered bag did not corre- 
spond with the document. About eighty 
registered packages were missing. 

The value of the missing packages is at 
present unknown. What made the dis- 
covery all the more mysterious was the 
fact that the bag containing the letters 
was intact, with its officials seals un- 
broken. 

The Post Office authorities were con- 
fronted with the problem of whether a 
mistake had been made in some way in 
the notification of the number of 
registered packages, or whether a par- 
ticularly daring and skilful mail robbery 
had been carried out. 

Immediate inquiries were made, and 
messages were at once sent to the Canadian 
Post Office authorities at Montreal, but at 
a late hour last night the General Post 
Office in London had received no definite 
news, 

THIS YEAR'S MAIL BAG ROBBERIES. 

This is the first occasion on which an air 
mail has been tampered with, but it is the 
sixth mail bag robbery reported this year. 

The others were:—April 19, 1929—Seven 
mail bags rifled at Kendal’ Westmorland. 
April 7th, 1929—Bag tampered with between 
Boulogne and London. March 31, 1929— 
Packet containing diamonds stolen from mail 
bag between Southampton and London. 
February, 1929—Registered packets stolen 
between Hull and Doncaster. 
—Bag, with £15,000 in notes, stolen from 
Mount Pleasant.

The. Times Medical Correspondent to-day 
writes —The remarkable feature of the 
King’s illness has been the steadiness of the 
recovery from a position which can only be 
described as a desperate one. “The illness began, 
as will be recalled, with a septicaemia, that 
is to say, a general blood poisoning. This 
general infection happily became localjsed in 
the chest as an abscess, and so was capable 
of being dealt with by surgical measures. 
That localisation was one of the reasons why 
the King’s life was saved. 

The present condition is a residuum of the 


earlier abscess-formation, or empyema, and | 


cannot be looked upon as a surprising pheno- 
menon when the very severe character of the 
original infection is borne in mind, 

The’ existing small abscess has ‘until now 
been connected with the surface by a natural 
opening or sinus. It was obviously right 
that a full opportanity should be given for 
healing by drainage through this sinus before 
further operative assistance .was afforded. 
But since this method has proved inadequate 
the necessity of making a direct opening 
into the abscess, and thus securing healing 
from the bottom has arisen, 

While, therefore, there must be some 
anxiety until the. abscess has been soundly 
heaied, good grounds. for optimism exist that 
the King’s progress, momentarily interrupted, 
will soon be continued once more. A very 
favourable aspect of the case is the fact that 
in the words of Saturday's bulletin, ' The 
general health of His Majesty. has further 
un proved,’

LABOURISTS .AND

In a leading article to-day The Times 
observes:—The Government made it cleat 
last week that they intend to pass no legisla- 
tion affecting unemployment insurance before 
the summer recess other than a measure— 
which is likely to come up for second reading 
this afternoon—to preserve the unemploy- 
ment insurance fund from bankruptcy in the 
near future. 

Their decision—as set out in the resolution 
which was moved by Miss Bondfield on 
Thursday—aroused a paroxysm of protest from 
their own followers, which is alike intelligible 
and unwise. There can be no doubt that the 
unemployed were led to believe that the 
victory of the Socialist Party at the election 
would be followed: immediately by legislation 
embodying the policy of “work or main- 
tenance.’’ 

That policy was a prominent feature of 
the official programme laid down in 
“Labour and the Nation,” and v 
interpreted almost universally on Social. 
ist platforms to mean an _ increase 
in the rates of benefit, the drastic modifica- 
tion in the letter and. the spirit of, the regu- 
lations governing qualification for benefit and 
the scaling up of poor law relief. 

In so far as they encouraged or echoed 
these pretensions the membérs oí the 
Government have only themselves to blame 
for the accusations hurled against them of 
‘betraying the unemployed,” and for the 
reluctance of their followers io appreciate 
their excuse that practical difficulties compe! 
the postponement of promises. 

But the wiser-attitude which was adopted 
by the Conservative Opposition during the 
debate is that their decision 1s an occasion 
not for jeering at another instance oí perform- 
ance heing out-stripped by desire, but for 
rejoicing that the responsibilities of office 
have acted as a brake upon the realisation of 
dangerous theories.

The salary 
for this office is £5,000 a year. 

LORD OXFORD'S EXPERIENCE.

The 
Government's proposal to set aside the 
late Government's housing order reducing 
the subsidy to Wheatley houses by £1 
10s. a year, as from September next. will 
he debated on Monday. The Conservatives 
will oppose the Government's policy, but 
the Liberals are expected to support it, 
so that Ministers will be in no danger in 
the division lobbies. 

Conservatives contend that the gradual 
reduction of the subsidies has been an im- 
portant factor in’ bringing down prices, 
while Labour maintains that the effect has 
been to discourage building and to in- 
crease unemployment in the building 
trades. 

UNEMPLOYMENT INSURANCE. 

It is not expected that Labour back- 
bench critics of the Government will renew 
their fierce attacks on the front bench 
when the Unemployment Insurance Bill 
comes up for second reading. this. evening. 
A renewal of the family quarrel is post- 
poned until the Labour Parliamentary 
Party meets in private: at the House of 
Commons on Tuesdav. What the critics 
want is early action to deal with the not- 
genuinely-seeking-work restriction in the 
administration of unemployment benefit. 

Labour is deeply pledged in this matter, 
and the rank and file, especially the new 
members, are bitterly disappointed that 
immediate Government action should be 
confined to replenishing the financial re- 
sources of the insurance fund. There is 
much doubt about the fate of the Govern- 
ment’s bill suspending the operation of 
the education provisions in the Scottish 
Local Government Act. The bill reprieves 
the Scattish education autherities from 
the sentence of extinction passed upon 
them by the De-rating Act of last session, 
but the reprieve is only temporary pending 
Inquiry. 

Dissatisiaction exists because the 
measure does not déal with other aspects 
ol the De-rating Act, to which Scottish 
Labour and Liberal members are strongly 
opposed The Government intends to 
bring up the amending bill for second 
yeading on Thursday, ‘‘1f there is a wish 
io proceed with if —a qualification that 
iS as ominous as it is unusual. 

THE BILL IN DANGER. 

The bill will be hotly opposed by the 
Conservative Opposition, and if the 
Liberals, who showed no enthusiasm for 
the half-loaf when it was first offered the 
other night, persist in their attitude, the 
Government will. not risk the possibility 
of deleat by taking the bill to a division 
on Thursday night.. Even if the bill 
survived the debates in the Commons, it 
would almost certainly be rejected by the

BISHOPS AND THE 
PRAYER-BOOK. 


ENGLISH MEMBER'S 
OHALTENGE. 
QUESTION TO PRIME 
MINIST eR TO-DAY. 


In the House of Commons to-day there will 
be a sequel to last week’s decision of the 
Convocation of Canterbury with regard to the 
Prayer Béok, when Mr. Holford Knight, 
M.P.* for” South Nottingham, will ask the 
Prime Minister :;— _ 

‘Whether his attention has been directed 
to certain resolutions of the Bench of Bishops 
intended to authorise variations in the Order 
of Public Worship which have been submitted 
to and rejected by this Howse; and to ask 
whether, in the interests of public order and 

government, the influence of the right 
hon. gentleman will be exerted on their lord- 
ships to set an example to the nation ol 
obedience to the law and respect for the 
sanctity of contract.” 


THE LAW OF PARLIAMENT. 

Referring to his question in an interview, 
Mr. Knight said —‘ The illegal action of the 
bishops is a direct challenge to the supremacy 
of Parliament, The House of Commons dare 
not sit down under this affront. The general 
electorate in all parties would resent such a 
betrayal of trust. No Government can 
tolerate this flouting of the mandate of Par- 
liament. If it tamely submitted, either its 
elements of weakness responsible for such 
pusillanimity would have to be eliminated or 
the nation would insist: upon an administra- 
tion adequate for its duty. 

“I cannot doubt. fhat the new Labour 
Government will deal with this serious situa- 
tion firmly. To uphold. the law of Parliament 
is, the first duty of all Administrations. We 
will not have a revolution by a side wind, 
whether by Tory lords in Ulster or Tory 
bishops in England. Imagine similar conduct 
by a trade union? Would the lords and 
bishops approve? The question answers 
itself,” 

Mr. Knight is one of the founders of the 
“Life and Liberty’’ movement, and was 
formerly a member of the London Diocesan 
Conference. 


BISHOP’S POLICY FOR 
MODERNISTS. 


STATEMENT BY DR. BARNES. 


The Bishop of Birmingham, in a statement 
which he has issued for publication, outlines 
a policy for Modernists. He says :—‘‘ Modern- 
ists who give me friendly support may expect 
& statement, in view of the debates in Con- 
vocation last week. Of episcopal policy little 
need be said. The majority of my colleagues 
have resolved upon action which has not the 
sanction of law. The future will decide 
whether such action can succeed. 
it.. My doubts are strengthened by the con- 
viction that we cannot get any unity worth 
having within the Church of England, unless 
such unity is based upon sound doctrine. In 
particular, it is of primary importance that 
the Church should determine whether its 
Sacramental doctrine is to be that of the 
Reiormers or that of the Roman Church. 

“ While this decision is in the balance con- 
troversy will be acute. Unfortunately, such 
controversy rélates to principles so vital that 
it is impossible to avoid giving offence. 
The great cleavage is between the religion 
of the spirit, which draws man directly to 
God; and that of a mechanical Sacra- 
mentalism, working upon the supposition that 
spiritual properties can be made to inhere in 
material objects. We may try as we may, 
but, if our teaching is clear and decisive, 
those whose views it condemns will be hurt. 


THE MODERNIST MINORITY. 

“ Two facts are clear,’’ the Bishop continues. 
‘The Modernist heirs of the Evangelical 
tradition are now in a minority in the Eng- 
lish Church; but we are fully assured that 
our teaching must prevail if the Church of 
England is to become once again the Church 
of the English people. The crisis in which 
we find ‘ourselves may easily make us over- 
anxious. Let us avoid excitement and rest 
confident that truth will prevail when 
and as (God wills, lt is above 
all things necessary, that in combining the 
sound essentials of the Anglican tradition 
with modern knowledge, we do not forget 
that the heart of our faith is the endeavour to 
know God and to serve Him. We believe that 
we can know Ged better the more fully we 
search out the meaning of the life of Jesus. 
Out Service, moreover, cannot be dissociated 
from an active concern in the welfare of ou 
fellows. 

“ What especially grieves me, in connec- 
tion with the controversy, in which | am 
most unwillingly imvelved, is that my desire 
to unite faith in Christ to an enthusiasm for 
social welfare may be forgotten. We, laymen 
and clergy alike, can preach religion, in- 
spived and controlled by Christ, yet shaped 
by the new knowledge and understanding of 
our own era. The Modernist must find in 
the wide ranging humanity of Jesus, His 
freedom from ecclesiasticism, His direct de- 
pendence upon God and His desire to help 
others, the keynote of social and political 
progress; so | urge that we must unite when- 
ever possible with Christians of other 
denominations. As a part of our religion we 
must plead for international peace. We 
must demand better housing, lest squalor and 
moral disease continue to deprive many of 
spiritual understanding and hope. We must 
be ready to accept more taxation, if any suc- 
cessful measures can be taken against unem- 
ployment. When I feel hurt by something 
said of me, I think of the misery of the man 
who eannot get work, and then I am 
ashamed of my pettiness. 


ENTHUSIASTS FOR EDUCATION. 
“Finally, I would say that we must 
enthusiasts for education. Just because we 
believe it valueless to get a mav,.in Tyrrell’s 
phrase, to lean on the priset and the Sacra- 
ments. we would have men thankfully use the 
Sacrament of Holy Communion, and prove 
that all Christ’s followers are his priests. So 
long as any of our fellow-citizens cannot 
obtain the best education by which they cap 
profit they will be harmed, and our mis- 
sionary work will be hindered. It is the 
vightly-educated man who can best fashion a 
living Christian faith within himself as he 
learns of Christ. and finds God in his own 


experience of life.’’

ACTIVITIES OF CENTRAL 
ST 44 RANG, 


The quarterly meeting of the Central 
Branch of the omen's Section of the British 
Legion was held in Fuller's Café, Dublin, 
last Friday. Mrs. Lionel Jameson presided, 
and was cordially welcomed back after her 


recent illness. 

“The Chairman thanked the members for 
their sympathy. She urged the members to 
attend, evert at some inconvenience, as the 
needs of the ex-Service man were as urgent 
in summer as in winter. It was entirely for 
the benefit of these men, and their poor 
wives and children, that the work was being 
carried on. 

“She was delighted to inform them that, 
owing to the kindness of Mr. Newman, who 
had placed his shop, No. 77 Grafton street, 
at the disposal of the Central Branch for a 
sale of country produce, they proposed to 
hold the sale to-morrow, Wednesday and 
Thursday. She appealed to the members to 
make a big effort to collect saleable stuff for 
the shop, as the time was so short. Con- 
tributions of money, fruit, vegetables, flowers, 
jams, eggs, butter, home-made bread and 
cakes were urgently required. All such pro- 
duce could be delivered at 77 Grafton street, 
or would be collected by the workers. 

With regard to the Visiting Committee, 
she appealed for more assistance from the 
members and asked them to join. This Com- 
mittee was engaged constantly investigating 
the claims, in order that only deserving cases 
might be relieved. 

ACTIVITIES. 

The Hon. Secretary (Mrs. Canning Lough- 
ridge) read her report o fthe work done for 
the last quarter. Among their various activi: 
ties they had supplied sixteen women and 
children with clothing, and over twenty 
men with suits of clothes. . The hon. secre- 
lary appealed to the members to collect cloth. 
ing Of all descriptions to help this work, the 
parcels to be addressed, to her at 28 Harcourt 
street. Employment had been obtained for 
one ex-Service man, and for the widow cf 
another. She recommended that a grant 
of five guineas should he made to the Monas- 
terevan Branch of ex-Service men, and thie 
was agr to. 

The Hon. Treasurer (Mrs. R. H. Lambert) 
read her report, which wag considered very 
satisfactory. 

Mrs. R. W. Smith reported on the work 
of the Coal Committee, and pointed out the 
difficulty they constantly met with when they 
came to deliver a single bag of coal in a 
remote district, only to find the recipient 
out and the room locked. This meant 
delay, and accounted for the complaints of 
slow delivery. 

Mrs. Malcomson read a report on the work 
of the Food Committee. ‘Thirty-three eases 
had been dealt with in the last quarter at a 
cost of from twenty to twenty-five shillings 
per person, She appealed to the member 
to raise more funds for this work. 

General Sir William B. Hickie thanked 
the God-mothors of the Legion for theif 
many and varied efforts on behalf of the in- 
terests of ex-Service men. He congratn- 
luted the officers’ on the efficient way in 
which their Branch was run. The Ladies” 
Committee had done tremendous work; and 
had come to his assistance in a very great 
emergency when he had no money to carry 
on, They had been indefatigable in pro 
viding funds by various means to help the 
cause of the ex-Service men to an extent 
that the public. had not realised. 

Lady Haig’s visit had been a very great 
help to the work of the Legion in the Free 
State. He discovered on a recent visit to 
London that everybody there was exceed- 
ingly anxious to know how we were ‘pro- 
gressing, and how things were with us in 
the irisí Free State.

INQUEST ON CLERGYMAN. 

An inquest was held in Tramore Court- 
house on Saturday evening by Dr. Walsh, 
Coroner, Bonmahon, on the Rev. Robert 
Gordon Stowell Greer? M.A. Rector of 
Whitechurch, Campile, Co. Wexford, who 
was drowned while bathing at Tramore on 
Friday evening. 

Dr. Nicholas Pureell, Tramore, said that 
he applied artificial respiration and gave 
injections, but without effect. In his opinion, 
death was due to drowning. 

James Macllroy, St. Alphonsus road, 
Waterford, said that while bathimg he saw 
the deceased clergyman floating face down- 
wards. He heard no cry or shont for help. 
He approached and found that he was 
unconscious, and he brought the body 
ashore. 

A mental hospital attendant, who helped 
the last witness, sdid that he applied 
artificial respiration without effect; 

A verdict of death by drowning was 
returned. 

Mr. Greer was the son of a clergyman, 
and a native of County Clare. He was 
educated at Trinity College, Dublin, obtain- 
ing his B. A. degree in 1891 and M.A., in 
1894. He was ordained deacon in the diocese 
of Killaloe in 1804 for the curacy of Talla, 
County Clare, and was priested in 1896. 
He was appointed rector of Whitechurch. 
County Wexford, in 1698 In 1905 he 
received the appointment as _ rector of 
Kilcrohane, County Kerry, but after seven- 
teen months returned to Whitechurch, where 
he has since ministered. He was a member 
of the Duneannon Badminton Club, for 
which he played several matches against 
Waterford and Tramore, where he was a

AN OPTIMISTIC VIEW. 

The drawback up to the present in the 
working of the totalisator is that the state of 
the odds at any particular moment has not 
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been adequately shown, and people have been 
beeting more or less in the dark. At 
Chepstow I understand that the electric 
indicator was not working, and the odds had 
to be shown on a blackboard. This, how- 
ever, is purely a mechanical defect which Will 
he remedied in the course of time, and wil] 
not be present when the automatic totalisator 
is installed at the principal meetings. 

J heard an owner the other day express the 
opinion that the totalisator will bring such 
prosperity to racing that in five years’ time 
the prices of horses will be increased by. at 
least 50 per cent., and breeders can-only hope 
that this will prove true. We have yet to 
see, however, what the profits from the 
totalisator are going to be, and how much 
will come back into racing when the overhead 
charges, which must be heavy, have been 
covered. We have as yet only touched the 
fringe of the matter, but the experimental 
stage has suggested great possibilities. When 
meetings which draw huge. crowds, like 
Epsom, Ascot, Doncaster, Liverpool, Man- 
chester, Chester, Goodwood, York and others, 
have the autoniatic machines in full blast. the 6 
per cent. deduction from the: takings should 
yield very handsome sums. The machine will 
he in operation again when the second July 
meeting hegins at Newmarket on Tuesday, 
and also at Lanark on Wednesday and Thurs- 
dav. 

There is nothing outstanding in the New- 
market programme outside a few of the two- 
year-old events. On Thursday we can look 
forward with interest for the reappearance of 
Sir Comso in the Midsummer Stakes. I have 
an idea that this Irish-bred son of The Bass 
IS not far removed from being the best three- 
vear-old miler in training: for, although 
Masked Bandit ran him to a neck at Ascot, 
the latter, who was receiving a stone, is an 
uncommonly smart colt, as he showed against 
Midlothian at the first July meeting. 
CONCERNING BROWN JACK. 

The Summer Handicap, run over two miles 
and twenty-four yards, on ‘Thursday, is 
always an interesting race, which often gives 
us an idea about a likely ‘horse for ‘the 
Cesarewitch. The entry this time is a very 
strong one and includes nearly all our best 
stayers, except Arctic Star. The top weight 
here is Brown Jack with 10st. In connection 
with Brown Jack, I wish to correct sonie- 
thing written here abeut the horse after 
his victory at Ascot. It was stated that 
Mr. C. A. Rogers had bought the son of 
Jackdaw from his hreeder, Mr. G. S. Webb. 
In point of fact, Brown Jack was bought 
as a yearling at the Dublin sales in 1925 
by Mr. M. H. Thompson, of Golden, Cashel, 
(o. Tipperary. who sold him in 1926 to 
Mr. Rogers. Brown Jack is far from being 
the only good horse that Mr. Thompson has 
had through his hands; for he was also the 
owner of the successful. . steeplechaser, 
Grakle, and other winners. 

On Thursday, if it is decided to run him, 
Brown Jack can meet Old Orkney on &3jb. 
better terms for the short head beating he 
received from the latter in the Ascot Stakes.

Handicap, for he 
not only gave weight away all round, but 
he also gave. some distance when he, in com- 
pany, with The Black Abbot, whom I am 
afraid is incorrigible, struck off slowly. First 
Lilette and then Basra made-the running, but 
Marshall delivered an admitably-timed 
challenge on Red Shadow, and he got up to 
beat the Irish filly by a neck, Don Pat being 
a length behind, and Golden King, who 
started favourite, but never really flattered, 
fourth. 

One of those regrettable incidents which 
now and then come in racing to aggravate 
happened over the Tandridge Court Welter. 
This is run on the straight mile, and the 
winning post is some fifty yards further on 
than that for races run over the other courses. 
Sirett would appear to have forgotten this, 
for as he passed the other winning post with 
the race well won on Mr, Michelino’s Norman 
Duke he began to ease up, as did Weston on 
Cepthorne, who. was second to him. Harry 
Beasley on the favourite. Newbury, however, 
made no such mistake, and he pushed along 
to win by a length and the same from Cop- 
thorne and Norman Duke. It was exasperat- 
ing luck for Major Molony, the trainer of 
Norman Duke, who fancied his horse, and had 
supplied a couple of seconds on the previous 
afternoon with such hot favourites as Flash 
Toy and Sister Clover. 

AN ACCIDENT. 

I thought that in the race for the July 
Plate Lulworth Cove had Saturn well beaten 
when he had taken the lead from Royal 
Rowland, who had been the pacemaker.

An indicator which will tell the 
continuously exactly what the 
against any horse has been invented by Sir 
George Julius, the inventor of the totalisator, 
which has worked so successfully at Long 
champs. The only guide the public have had 
up to the present to assist them in finding 
out how the betting is going has been an 
indicator which shows the number of units 
staked on each horse and the total amounts 
of units invested on the race, and to find 
the actual odds against each horse has in 
volved a sum in mental arithmetic.

The discs 
can record odds from even money to 1000 
to 1, or even more if necessary, and it is 
possible to repeat the information shown on 
the main indicator in half a dozen other 
places on the racecourse without necessitating 
the employment of any extra staff to attend 
them. 

The indicator sfarts to record the odds as 
soon as one hundred bets have been made, 
which means that in less than a minute after 
the selling windows have been opened the 
odds are exhibited. The indicator is worked 
in conjunction with the ticket issuing 
machine, which so operates that there is no 
necessity to go to any particular window to 
back your fancy. Any horse can be backed 
at any window for the specified amounts. 
and can be backed both for a win and for 
a place without moving on to “another 
window. This obviates the necessity of long 
queues at windows issuing tickets for certain 
horses which are in particular demand by the 
public.

BACON STRONG. 
From OUR CommerciaL CORRESPONDENT: 


Taken all round, business m the provision 
trade may be described as fairly satisfactory, 
The butter market closes with @ rather easier 
tendency, but this may be expected to a cer- 
tain extent, as production in all countries Is 
now about at‘its highest peak. According to 
reports from Denmark, the weather there has 
continued cool and rainy, and the flow of milk 
has been somewhat curtailed. The production 
of butter, although showing a slight decrease, 
is still shghtiy larger than at the correspond- 
ing period of last year. Swedish and Finnish 
have declined.in sympathy with Danish, but 
n> alteration is recorded in Irish creameries. 
At present prices Colonial is almost off the 
mashes in this centre at the comparatively 
high prices ruling; as compared with other 
makes. The bacon position continues strong, 
and further advances are recorded this week- 
end, In Irish, heavy selections’ are un- 
changed, but sizeables are 2s. per cwt. higher. 
All Continerittal cures are dearer, Danish and 
Swedish showing an all-round advance of 4s. 


The market here is somewhat complicated by 
the position in the South, and it cannot be 
said that the present high prices are wel- 
comed by local han In London, however, 
owing to the influx of Colonial and American 
visitors, available supplies of all meats find a 
ready sale, almost irrespective of price, but 
in the industrial North,’ with trade in a more 
or Jess depressed condition, present values are 
making bacon a luxury in a great number of 
homes. There seems an almost universal 
shortage of bacon pigs in all producing coun- 
tries, and there appears to be little prospect 
of any relief for some time to come..
